Aberdeen, March.14. Our Apprehenfions about Fort 
Auguitus wéte well grounded, for we have now pretty 
certain InteBigence, that it has faln into the Rebels sands, 
and that the Garrifon, confilting of three Companies of 
Guift’s Regimeut, are Prifoners of War. We do not 
know how they defended themfelvcs, as we have nothad 
any Notice of whar paffed, either from Major Went- 
worth whocommanded, or any Officer in the Garrifon. 
The Rebels are laying in their Magazines and Stores 
there, and have a€tually blowu up Fort George, in doing 
which they have blown up their chief Engineer Colon! 
Grant. The Precautions we have takea for the Securi- 
ty of Fort William, will probably become of immediate 
Uie, as our Accounts from the Rebels, thro’ the Hills, 
affure us, they have aétually invefted that Place. We 
are however affured, that they cannot cut off our Com- 
munication with that Place by Sea. Fifty Men of Guife’s, 
who had been gathered together under the Command of 
the Captain Lieutenant at Edinburgh, will by this time 
be arrived at Dun Staffage, from whence they can throw 
themtelves into Fort William at one Tide. Some other 
Troops have been alfo ordered thither. 

All the Advantages the Rebels. will have gained by 
taking Fort George and Fort Auguftus, and the Retreat 
of Lord Loudoun, will be drawing the Seat of the War
